DOES NOT LIKE IT. 


Jmperor William Incensed at the 


Reichstag. 


UKKI.IN-, May i). — AVh'iln reviewing 
roops in the iield at Tempefer toilay the 
ermnn Emperor ordered the principal 
Ulcers of the imperial government to 
allier around him, and addressed them 
s follows: 
"1 have been seriously disappointed 


n the patriotism of the late reichstag. 
hope the eoming reiehstag will adopt 
he military bill, but if it should refuse 
o adopt it, 1 have determined to curry 
lie bill into effect despite the unpa- 
riot LC opposition." 
The speech is causing enormous ex- 
itoment among the people. It appears 
u the North German Universal Gazette 
i double leaded prominence. Those 
•ho heard the Emperor say he spoke 
-itli unusual emphasis, pausing at every 
•ord in order to convey a sense of his 
etennimition by his declarations. 
There is a profound and widespread im- 


>rcs9ion that the Emperor would not 
lesitate to risk a conflict with tho new 
eichstag should it prove hostile to tho 
ill.The lOmperor'a concluding words in 
ddrcssing tho oflicere were, "I felt the 
ccessitvof telling you candidly of my 
ecision'as I told you my hopes when 
he bill was first proposed." 
The ollicers maintained absolute s'i- 
cnee, although evidently in deep sym- 
«ithy with the Kaiser's viewy.

Several OlHcials Who Favored An- 


nexation Are Itcqiicstcil to 


Kcsign. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.— OllicialB of the 


state department tonight confirm the 
>rcdictious heretofore made that cx- 
.iepresentative Blount would be ap- 
winted minister resident to Hawaii. It 
las been supposed that Minister Stevens 
vould remain in charge of the legation 
intil the 24th of this month, at whit: i 
,'imehe announced his intention of sail- 
ing lor San Francisco. 


It is now known that Stevens was in- 


structed to forth wit! i^turu over the lega- 
tion to Commissioner Blount, who had 
)cen appointed his successor. 


There is reason to believe that Stevens 


van not allowed to remain in charge of 
•he legation until the 24th Instant, be- 
cause of his activity in behalf of annexa- 
tion. 
It in further stated at tho department 


•hat .Howeii and Sewall, who went (o 
lonolulii shortly after Commissioner 
Jlount's arrival, were active in their 
; Hurts to .stimulate sentiment on the 
stands in favor of annexation, and there 
H reason to believe they rough t to creak! 
in impression in so doing that they 
vere representing the President, but 
Secretary Uresbam has informed llloimt 
hat the President repudiates everything 
said and done by these gentlemen.

vas an Applicant for the position of 
bird iifisislant secretary of state under 
lie present administration, but failed to 
ccnre the appointment.

OW DAMAGED CURRENCY 18 RE- 
DEEMED BY THE GOVERNMENT.

Tho redemption division of tho troas- 
y department is one of tho most intor- 
ting of ita branches. It IB horo that 
utilated money comes for 'klentificn- 
on, and tho form in which it conies 
11s to tho chief oE the division tunny a 
manco and many u talc of woo. Thero 
much that is humorous and much 
at is pathotio in Mrs. Brown's public 
rpericnco. That experience ranges over 
•arly eighteen years now, and in Hint 
uio millions of dollars havo passed 
trough her hands, most of it in sxich 
udiHon aa to bo beyond idcntificntiou 
ordinary means. 
Thero la hardly any way you cau tuinlt 
" in which money is not mutilated or 
irtly destroyed. Men light their ci- 
nrs \vitli it when they aro drunk; rats

to brown nshcs. Whenever there is a 
dden cold snap at the beginning of 
Inter the redemption division has a 
rfcct harvest of mutilated money. One 
tho favorite hiding places which wom- 


ri have for their savings is the oven. 
fhen a cold day comes tlio woman 
irobably forgets nil about tho money, 
uilds a fire in tho utove ami cooks the 
Ha to what is known in Iho cookbook 
is a "rich brown." 


An interesting fare is that of a woman 
viug near Hamilton, 0., who was 
nrncd lo death. She had a pockotbook 
•ith her containing seventy dollars, 
er children sent the pockctbook with 
s charred contents to tho treasury do- 
irrraent, and Sirs. Brown picked out 
0 seventy dollars nml identified it. A 


jreat deal of the money that comes in is 


irtly burned. 
Wherever a part off the 


nriiecl money can ho identified and a 
tisfactory affidavit is furnished us to 
ip facts the government restores tho 
iiount to tho owner. But if a note is 
ntircly destroyed the government is just 


1 much ahead. 
Much of the money which comes iu for 
exemption has been damaged in rail- 
oad wrecks. When a car is burned in a 
lilroad wreck no r.ttcmpt is made by 


.jo express company to remove the 
nonoy from tho safe. Tho safe is sent 
,rect to tho treasury department aud 
lenetl there. Tho money ia usually in 
pretty badly charred condition. It Is 


.aken oufe, and tho treasury experts go 
vcr it and identify ss much of it as cn:i 
e recognized. Two years ago fl pnck- 
go containing $22,000 was taken from a 
wreck near St. Louia, and all of tho 
money was identified and restored to its 
wiiers. 
A favorite hiding place for money with 


men who havo no faith iii banks is iu 


iclr cellars. A Philadelphia man sent 
;280 which he had buried In a tin box 
nder hia cellar floor. When ho took up 
10 box ho found tho money mildewed 
nd rotten. . Tho package as it came 
ito lira. Brown's hands looked liko a 
uuch of tobacco leaves. It wns almost 
npossiblo to distinguish tho character 
! tho uotes with the naked eye. Mrs. 
rown was picking apart the pieces bit 
y bit aud arranging thorn on Blips of 
rown paper cut to tho size of n dollar 
ill. Sho said that she expected to iden- 
fy tho wholo of it. 
Ono man sent in some time ago forty- 
wo dollars which hud been taken from 
10 stomach of n gont. Tho goat was not 
*orth forty-two dollars, BO ho was saeri- 
ced. Tho identification of this money 
vaa not a very nice task, but it was com- 
aratively an easy one. When Mrs. 
rown dropped tho sticky muss into a 
asm of water tho hiJIs came apart nnd 
vcro very easily identified. This is not 
10 only goat case which 1ms come to tho 
odomption division, aud it has happened 
mt even cows and pigs have been sacri- 
cod to recover money which they had 
vitllowfid. Thero in one caso on record 
'hero n. baby swallowed some bank 
otcs, and an emetic saved tho money 


and possibly tho baby. Babies do not 


:ten swallow an entire bill, but many 


uffidavits aro received nccompaning por- 


ons of billa which say that tho missing 
lortions wcro swallowed by babies and 
therefore wholly destroyed." 
Usually when mutilated money is sent 


n for redemption tho owner has ft close 


1 not perfect idea of the amount which 
s represented, but ono old German in 
ie west sent in some years ago what he 
[turned to bo tho remains of $5,000, and 
ftcr a long, long investigation Mrs. 
frown fully identified $7,100 in tho 
uckagc. A secret service agent was 
ent out to investigate tho CUAR, hut ho 
ould discover nothing that would throw 
ght upon tho mystery, and so tho mis- 
IKO was charged up to tlio old man's 
tnpidity, nnd the departmentscnt$7t!00

detect tho fraud. This composite note 
was sent in by a hank clerk in New 
York.

Experimenting With 
Cum. 


'1 made a queer and n very interesting 


experiment with si growing cornstalk," 
aid Harvey Samuels as ho settled in one 
of the great rockers in the Lindcll. "1 
lad always heard it great deal about the 
effect of injecting medicines mid food 
nlo human beings, tho method being pro- 
nounced preferable and more beneficial 
n cases of extreme illness than that of 
ceding tlirough tho regular channels. 
My work with this corn plant was dceid- 
dly interesting. I secured a small glass 
syringe with n very lino point toit. After 
he corn was two weeks old and only a few 
iches tall I began to inject the unfer- 


monted juice of crushed apples. My first 
njection was not quite a drop. Three 
ays later I repeated the dose, increasing 
t slightly. In altttlo while tho injection 
ivas a daily occurrence aud the doso in- 
reascd proportionately. Tho cornstalk 
waxed fat and tall. All along it gave 
iromtse of great .sizo and largo fruit. 


"Its height in July was fully IB inches 


above the tallest stalk in the field. Its 
ars were much larger, while the silken 
aflsol was much smaller aud lacked tho 
lepth of color characteristic of tho other 
ilante. I took an ear home to steam 


id eat. 
I can tell you that tho quality 


af that corn for eating purposes was ex- 
;ellent. It smacked a little of applo, 
ust tho slightest suggestion" of it, and 
lot at all disagreeable us one might sup- 
1030. The grains were largo and juicy, 
n fact tho quality of the corn was fiu 
uperior to anything I had ever eaten iu 
lint lino. I ani going to repeat tho ci;- 
:rimcnt."—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
